Remembering three-time Silver 
Star recipient Don Farnham

WILMINGTON - The Silver 


Star is the third-highest 
award in the U.S. military, 
presented only for the highest 
achievements of valor, short 
of death. It is rarely awarded. 

Wilmington native Don 
Farnham received three 
Silver Stars, and a Bronze 
Star, along with many other 
awards including seven 
Purple Hearts. 

Farnham was a helicopter 
pilot who served three tours 
of duty in Vietnam. He left 
Wilmington High School’s 
Class of 1957 to enlist in the 
U.S. Army. Fourteen years 
later, he retired as a major, 
said to be the most highly dec- 
orated soldier in the Vietnam 
War. 

He went into the army as a 
grunt recruit, and worked his 
way up through the enlisted 
ranks, When he reached ser- 
geant, he qualified for heli- 
copter school. In 1963, he was 
among the first Americans 
sent into Vietnam. In August 
of that year, he was awarded 
the Air Medal with four Oak 
Leaf Clusters. 

He served a total of 47 
months of combat duty in 
Vietnam. He was a platoon 
commander in the 50ist 
Assault Helicopter Company. 

The first Silver Star was 
awarded in 1966 after he res- 
cued several soldiers. He off- 
loaded munitions from his 
helicopter in order to have 
sufficient power to evacuate 
the soldiers. 

A report from 1966 reads: 
“Capt. Farnham contributed 
to the development of numer- 
ous new concepts of helicop- 
ter employment. He devel- 
oped and tested the use of 
rocket-laden helicopters to 
place an intense rolling bar- 


‘rage of fire just yards in front 
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Challenge. 

Begonis also stressed two 
important traffic safety 
messages: 1) Seat belts do 
save lives and should be 
worn, and 2) Distracted 
driving, such as texting 
while operating a vehicle, is 
very unsafe. 

“Distracted driving—it’s a 


huge problem,” Begonis 
said.

of the troop-carrying aircraft 
prior to and during their land- 
ing.” 

His third Silver Star was 
awarded in December 1970 
after he repeatedly pursued 
enemy, in spite of being 
wounded. He was escorting 
lift helicopters into a landing 
zone and the flight came 
under intense automatic 
weapon and small arms fire. 
His aircraft received numer- 
ous hits and Farnham was 
wounded. In spite of the 
extensive aircraft damage 
and wounds received, he 
remained on station, in sup- 
port of the ground forces, 
until his aircraft was shot 
down by enemy ground fire. 

Farnham was_ evacuated 
from the landing zone and 
returned to the staging area. 
He refused medical assis- 
tance and insisted on return- 
ing to the landing zone. As his 
aircraft approached the land- 
ing area, it again was subject- 
ed to a withering fire from the 
enemy. After he had expended 
all his ammunition Farnham 
attempted to evacuate some 
of the wounded soldiers from 
the area. 

Although the evacuation was 
successful, his aircraft was 
hit by automatic weapons fire 


and Farnham was wounded a 
second time. He managed to 
fly his crippled aircraft back 
to the staging area, where he 
immediately transferred to a 
replacement aircraft and 
returned to the landing zone 
to continue support of the 
beleaguered ground forces. 
On each pass across the 
area Farnham’s aircraft was 
subjected to a murderous vol- 
ume of small arms fire and 
automatic weapons fire from 
a village adjacent to the land- 
ing zone. Farnham flew his 
aircraft on a succession of 
low-level attacks on the heav- 
ily entrenched enemy forces. 
The North Vietnamese were 
deployed throughout the area 
in trenches, buildings and for- 
tified positions. Despite the 
heavy enemy fire and without 
regard for his personal wel- 
fare, Farnham continued his 
attack. He made firing pass- 
es, flying directly into the 
mouth of a cross fire from 
machine gun emplacements 
set up facing the landing zone. 
Throughout the day 
Farnham flew individual sup- 
port for the ground forces, 
unescorted, making low-level 
firing passes along the 
perimeter of the landing zone 
in order to deliberately divert 


the enemy fire from -the 
ground forces. By this time, 
the enemy had directed all its 
fire toward Farnham’s. air- 


‘craft and automatic weapons 


fire brought his helicopter 
down. Due to the enemy. situ- 
ation and the onset of dark- 
ness, it was impossenl to 
evacuate Farnham. 

Throughout the night Maipr 
Farnham organized and led 
the ground forces on Succes- 
sive attacks against the 
enemy. Twice he was forced 
to engage in hand- to-h d 
combat. Despite Wy at 
appeared to be insurmount- 
able odds, his unit gained the 
momentum required to sup- 
press the enemy. " 

“I don’t think anyone ebjoys 
killing anybody,” he told the 
Miami Journal, “but wé ‘ate 
interested in saving our own 
people. Those who dislike war 
the most are the people in the 
military, because they are the 
ones who have to fight its” es 

Donald Farnham grew, up 
on Wildwood ine in 
Wilmington, near the e 
Hall. He married Betty ona 
who lived a quarter.mile 
away on Middlesex Avenue.

Though increases are not 
capped in this law, a floor 
was instituted, such that 
deflationary pressures 
would not result in lower 
taxes at the pump. Creating 
a sort of Scroogy-view of 
taxation whereby a con- 
tracting economy would 
still see consumers footing 
higher gas taxes. 

This editor supports a pro- 
vision that would require 
future tax changes up or 
down be linked to the CPI, 
as a relatively accurate 
reflection of inflation, but 
tax changes should always 
require a vote by the legis- 
lature.

New bill aims to increase penalties for animal abuse 


Highlights of the PAWS Act: 


eEstablish an anonymous animal abuse tip hotline 

eExpand the Homeless Animal Prevention and Care Fund 
to include the rehabilitation and care of abused animals, 
and the addition of a special state police officer from an ani- 
mal humane organization and a member of local law 
enforcement on the board that administers the fund; 


Fines up to $1,000 for any veterinarian who knowingly and 
willfully fails to report a suspected act of cruelty to an ani- 
mal; 
eExpand penalties for cruelty to animals, or mali- 
ciously killing, maiming, disfiguring, or exposing 
them to poison, which would increase from the cur- 
ent $2,500 penalty to a fine of between 
$2,500 and $10,000, in addition to impris- 
onment in the state prison for not more 
than 5 years or imprisonment in the 
house of correction for not more than 2 % 
years; 
eIncrease penalties for a second or subse- 
quent offense, ranging from 5-10 years state impris- 
onment and a fine of between $5,000 and $20,000; 
eAdd discretion for the courts to expand these 
penalties for up to 5 additional years imprison- 
ment and an additional $10,000 fine based on 
(certain aggravating factors, including but not 
limited to: the number of animals involved; 
@the degree of premeditation or planning; 
whether the abuse occurred in the presence of 
a child; whether the abuse occurred as a result 
of acts undertaken for financial benefit (i.e., dog- 
fighting); and whether the abuse was systematic or isolat- 
ed; 

*Provisions allowing district attorneys to file a petition 
asking the courts to order a defendant to post a security or 
bond for the care of animals that have been impounded as a 
result of abuse or cruelty; 

eEnhanced penalties for a hit and run conviction involving 
a cat or dog when the driver fails to notify the animal’s 
owner or the local police department, which currently car- 
ries a $50 fine but would increase to a fine of up to $2,000, up 
to 60 days in a house of corrections, or both a fine and 
imprisonment; 

The creation of a statewide registry of individuals con- 
victed of animal abuse crimes, which all animal shelters, 
pet stores and animal breeders would be required to check 
prior to offering, selling, delivering, or giving an animal to 
any individual; and 

*The establishment of a 9-member commission to review 
the state’s animal cruelty laws, many of which date back to 
the late 19th and early 20th centuries. 

The PAWS Act will now be referred to a joint legislative 
committee, which will schedule a public hearing on the bill 
for a future date.

finals. 

‘The win improved the 
Wildcats to 3-4 overall on the 
Season and 2-3 in the 
Middlesex Freedom, while 
‘Watertown fell to 4-3 (2-3). 
Despite the loss, Watertown 
still qualified for the post 
season as well, where they 
will take on Triton Regional 
in the quarterfinals of the 
Division 4 North playoffs on 
Friday night. 

The Wildcats rushing 
attack was led by junior 
quarterback James 
O'Regan, who ran for 78 
yards and three touchdowns 
on ‘the night, as the Wildcats 
broke open a 7-7 halftime tie 
with two scores in the sec- 
ond half. 

‘It was the Wildcats defense 
that set the tone in the early 
going for Wilmington with a 
pair of goal line stands. 

Watertown started the 
game with a 14 play drive 
‘that took them all the way 
down to the Wilmington five 
yard line, but a pair of touch- 
down saving tackles, first by 
junior middle linebacker 
Austin Ferreira on a screen 
pass on third down and then 
by: Senior outside linebacker 
Dan Paige on a quarterback 
keeper on fourth down, kept 
the: Raiders off the score- 
board. 

he defense was called 
upon again moments later 
when the Wildcats fumbled 
on their first play from 
scrimmage to return the ball

to the Raiders and once

“They did really well. They 
kept playing and did not give 
up,” Barry said.

with a 17 yard keeper to tie 
the game at 7-7 with 54 sec- 
onds left in the half after he 
also nailed the extra point. 

The Wildcats did not let up 
on the opening possession of 
the second half, going on a 
12 play, 68 yard drive to take 
their first lead of the game 
when O’Regan scored on a 
two yard quarterback sneak 
with 5:02 left in the third 


quarter that gave the 
Wildcats a 13-7 lead after the 
failed extra point kick. 


The Wildcats kept the ball 
exclusively on the ground on 
the drive with Penney mak- 
ing the play of the drive with 
a 12 yard gain on which he 
carried no less than five 
Watertown tacklers to the 
Raiders 39 yard line for a 
Wildcats first down.

‘But as the Wildcats 19-14 
win over Watertown played 
‘out, I realized I had a bit of 
‘a problem. There was no 
star of the game for the

‘stand. It’s not that nobody 
‘stood out for the Wildcats. 
‘The problem was that in the 
‘biggest game of the season, 
‘there were too many players 
who stood out. 

So, I thought, what to do? I 
‘Had my orders after all. I'd 
‘hate to disappoint Jamie. 
‘But on the other hand, the 
"Town Crier, like any newspa- 
per, only has so much space.

‘tufe on a dozen or so individ- 
‘ual players. That would take 
‘up: way too much space. It 
‘would also just be confusing. 
‘OK, I thought, just pick

‘gone with the obvious choice 
sat quarterback James 

Q’Regan, who ran for 78 
Iyardls and three touchdowns, 
‘ineluding a sensational 17-

first score of the game. 

' But to pick O’Regan would 
‘have been to ignore the 
efforts of Wildcats leading 


rusher Matthew Penney, 
who ran for 87 yards, includ- 
ing a 12-yard gain early in 
the third quarter where he 
carried no less than five 
Watertown tacklers for the 
final eight yards, setting the 
tone for the second half. 

Penney had also come up 
with a great play on the 
Wildcats final scoring drive, 
hauling in a pass from 
O’Regan for a 15-yard gain 
on a second-and-17 play to 
allow the Wildcats to pick up 
a first down on the next play. 

Of course, picking Penney 
meant I would have to ignore 
fellow running back Ryan 
Carroccino, who after fum- 
bling on the Wildcats first 
play from scrimmage deep 
in his own territory, did not 
wilt under the pressure, but 
rather thrived under it. 
Carroccino would finish the 
night with 75 yards rushing, 
including 31 yards on two 
separate scoring drives for 
the Wildcats. 

But if I was going to do a 
story on any of the skill posi- 
tion players, then surely I 
had to do one on all five 
offensive linemen, who dom- 
inated the line of scrimmage 
all night long. Tackles 
James Hill and ~ Pat 
O’Connell, guards Austin 
Ferreira and Troy Vibert 
and center Sean Coakley 
made everything the backs 
did possible, so I couldn’t 
rightfully ignore them. 

But that would mean five 
more players to do a story 
on. And I hadn’t even gotten 
to the defense yet. 

Once I started to think 
about the defense my head 
really started to hurt. I 
mean, should I go with 


Ferreira, who in addition to 
his great play on the offen- 
sive line had made a touch- 
down saving tackle from his 
linebacker position on a 
Watertown screen pass 
inside the Wilmington five 
yard line on the opening pos- 
session of the game? 

Or should I go with defen- 
sive end Dan Paige, who on 
the very next play had ended 
the scoring threat by drop- 
ping the Watertown quarter- 
back for a 65-yard loss? 
Paige also came up with a 
fumble recovery inside the 
Wildcats five yard line in the 
fourth quarter to prevent an 
almost sure touchdown with 
his team holding a slim 13-7 
lead at the time. 

But what about linebacker 
Dylan Masiello, who seemed 
to be in on almost every key 
tackle in the game for the 
Wildcats, including dropping 
a Watertown running back 
for a four yard loss on a 
fourth down play on another 
Raider possession inside the 
Wildcats ten yard line in the 
first quarter? 

And while we’re on the sub- 
ject of defense, what about 
the job that O’Regan did at 
his defensive back position? 
As great as he was running 
the ball at quarterback, he 
was equally adept in shut- 
ting down Watertown’s top 
receiver T.J. Hairston for 
almost the entire night. 

So you see the position I 
was in. What to do? Who to 
pick?

Vallas gets his second call

Justin Vallas, who gradu- 
vated from WHS in 1999 but 
gw resides in Reading, 
was., inducted into the 
We rcester State College 
“At etic Hall of Fame after 
shis,, tremendous career in 
rthe two sports from 2000 to 
2005. He was one of six peo- 
ple, to be enshrined during 
‘the school’s 26th induction 
-@lass. held at the Student 
iCenter at the College. 
iq“Ihad already considered 
imyself extremely lucky to 
shave had the athletic expe- 
iviences that I had in both 
high school and in college,” 
‘said Vallas. “So many big 
‘games, so many playoff 
‘puns. Most people don't get 
-to!experience that. But to 
“be' inducted in to your High 
School and College's 
Athletic Hall of Fame? The 
‘Werds that come to mind 
are fortunate, honored, and 
grateful. It's a humbling 
% rience. 

“Tt s honestly not some- 
‘thing you ever expect. So, to 
‘every teammate that I was 
lucky enough to play along- 
‘side, every coach I had the 
privilege of playing for, and 
to my friends and family, I 
can't say thank you enough. 
‘Although my days of play- 
“ihg’have been over for a 
Jong: time, this is a pretty 
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cool way to seal it up for 
good.” 

At Worcester State, Vallas 
had tremendous individual 
and team success, just like 
he did at WHS where he 
ranks second all-time in 
scoring ranks in hockey, 
only to have his brother 
Cam Owens pass him this 
past winter. 

In soccer, Vallas was a 
three-time § All-MASCAC 
selection and helped 
Worcester State win three 
straight MASCAC Regular 
Season and Tournament 
titles, and three NCAA 
Division 3 Tournament 
Appearances. -_ which 
included an appearance in 
the National Sectional 
Semi-Finals during his 
sophomore season in 2001. 

Two years later in 2003, he 
was named the MASCAC 
Player of the Year and was 
named to the Third Team 
All-New England team 
after leading the league in 
goals with 15 and points 
with 35, including two goals 
in the team’s 3-0 tourna- 
ment . semi-final victory 
over Westfield State. 

His WSC Soccer Coach 
David Morris officially 
inducted Vallas to the Hall 
on Saturday, and he told the 
story of how he found his 
star striker. 


“I believe it was the fall of 


1999, when I traveled north 
to the Winchendon School 
to scout two soccer players 
whom were considering 
Worcester State 
University,” Morris said to 
the crowd. “I was told by 
other coaches to focus on 
the center midfielder/cen- 
ter back whom was reliable 
smart and tough. Instead I 
spent most of my time 
watching this left footed, 
forward slash and streak 


109,898 
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down the sidelines player. I 
couldn’t tell if he was 
angry, passionate or both 
but I knew it was somebody 
I had to have for my first 
full season at Worcester. 
Just as I had made this 
decision, Justin blew by two 
defenders and struck a low, 
sharp shot into the far cor- 
ner for a goal. 

“I saw that scene play 
itself out at the D3 NCAA 
level every week. Whether 
it was key goals against our 
rivals in the conference, or 
the left footed sliding volley 
off a free kick against 
Williams to advance to the 
2001 Sweet 16, Justin was a 
game changer. Speed, 
power, skill -- mostly left 
foot, but we worked hard on 
that right foot -- Four MAS- 
CAC regular season titles 
and three trips to the NCAA 
national tournament later, 
Justin made a Hall of Fame 
career for himself in soccer. 

“In the nine years I 
coached collegiate soccer 
whether it was D3 or D1 in 
the Big East, I looked for 
specific traits in a player: 
tenacity, speed, power, reli- 
ability, authenticity and the 
desire to get better. Justin 
is one of the few players I 
have coached to have all of 
these attributes. I just want 
to thank Justin for all of his 
hard work, for his passion 
to get better, for his com- 
petitive nature, for his 
relentless pursuit of suc- 
cess. We were fortunate to 
have Justin as a key leader 
on our team from 2000- 
2003.” 

Vallas finished his soccer 
career with 40 goals and 14 
assists for 94 points, which 
ranks him third all-time in 


program history. 
Those milestones and 
accomplishments happened 
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in soccer. He was equally as 
good in hockey. Vallas was 
named to the ECAC 
Northeast All-Conference 
team twice, and was also 
named as the ECAC 
Northeast and MASCAC 
Rookie of the Year in 2000- 
01 as he helped lead the 
team to the ECAC 
Northeast Tournament. He 
ended his hockey career 
with 48 goals and 41 assists 
for 89 points, and that ranks 
him among the top 25 in the 
program’s history. 

“My life at WSU as an ath- 
lete was probably just how 
you would envision it. It 
was a lot of fun, it was very 
hard, it was a year-round 
commitment, full of great 
memories on the field, in 
the rink, and a ton of 
laughs with the guys on 
those long bus rides,” he 
said. “There were ups-and- 
downs like in almost any- 
thing, but I wouldn't trade 
those times for the world. 
Originally accepted to the 
university on an athletic 
exemption, I knew there 
was a lot expected of me 
both athletically and aca- 
demically. 

“The support I received at 
WSU as a student-athlete 
was extraordinary. They 
gave me a chance to not 
only attend college and 
graduate with a degree, but 
to also continue my athletic 
career at the collegiate 
level. That is something I'll 
be forever grateful for.” 

Vallas said back when he 
was inducted into the WHS 


Hall of Fame that he was: 


surrounded by great play- 
ers, indeed he was with a 
handful of fellow Hall of 
Famers on those famously 
good soccer and hockey 
teams. He said the same 
has to be said for his days 
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to the Hall

Earlier this season when 
they were struggling along 
with a 1-4 record, you would 
have been hard pressed to 
find many people who still 
felt like the Shawsheen Tech 
Volleyball team would quali- 
fy for the post season. 

But one of the few who did 
believe, other than the play- 
ers themselves, was coach 
Chet Flynn, who even when 
things looked the bleakest 
believed his team could turn 
things around.

The timing could not have 
been worse for the 
Shawsheen Tech Football 
team. Heading into their 
most important game of the 
season against their tough- 
est opponent of the season 
last Friday night at 
Northeast Metro Tech, the 
Rams went into the game 
severely shorthanded due to 
injuries. 

Shawsheen took on 
Northeast minus starting 
quarterback Chase Rebidue, 
lost for the season to a bro- 
ken collarbone, as well as 
starting running back Chris 
Arkalis, lost for the season 
due to a possible torn ACL. 
The Rams were also without 
several other key offensive 
players, including running 
backs James Baldwin and 
Chris Sorenson. 

Despite the rash of 
injuries, the Rams gave 
Northeast all they could 
handle, jumping out to a 14-0 
first quarter lead, but ulti- 
mately the injuries proved to 
be just too much to over- 
come as they dropped a 26-14 
decision to drop them to 2-4 
on the season and 2-1 in the 
CAC Large, likely ending 
their run of three straight 
CAC titles, as Northeast 
improved to 3-0 in the league 
with one game left for each 
team. 

“The injuries have piled up 
and put us in a position 
where a lot of young people 


are getting an opportunity to 
play,” Shawsheen coach Al 
Costabile said. “I could not 
be happier with the effort 
they are giving us, but it is 
going to be a learning 
process. I think they are 
doing a fantastic job, but it is 
tough to have to step in like 
that.” 

Shawsheen got off to a good 
start in this one, thanks pri- 
marily to their defense, 
which forced turnovers on 
each of Northeast’s first two 
possessions to give the Rams 
great field position. 

Sophomore quarterback 
Alex Tate of Wilmington, 
who was exceptional in relief

This story first appeared in 
last week’s edition on the 
Wilmington Front Page of 
Sports but the story was cut 
off. Here’s the story in its 
entirity and we apologize for 
the error and confusion.

Nothing could diminish the 
positive attitude filling the 
Middlesex Ballroom of the 
Crowne Plaza in Woburn on 
Saturday. Not even multiple 
fire alarms could halt the 
overwhelming sense _ of 
accomplishment and _ nostal- 
gia between the past and pres- 
ent affiliates of the 
Wilmington Pop Warner pro- 
gram, gathered to celebrate 
their 50th anniversary. 

Since its founding in 1963, 
the Wilmington Pop Warner 
program has seen a revolving 
door of athletes and adminis- 
trators, an ever-evolving net- 
work of faces all working 
towards the shared goal of 
making football and cheer- 
leading active and vital parts 
of the community. 

Saturday’s celebration was 
littered with reminders of that 
community and its rich histo- 
ry. Guests intently studied the 
poster boards loaded with 
images from across the 50 
years, pictures spanning from 
yellowed newspaper clippings 
to just-snapped _ digital 
moments. Even the ballroom 
itself was bright with blue 
lights, and every table was 
laden with Wilmington blue 
and white streamers and can- 
dle fixtures. 

The Master of Ceremonies 
for the evening was Al Perillo, 
the current President of the 
New England Region of Pop 
Warner. When Perillo kicked 
off the evening by speaking to 
the packed ballroom, he 
thanked many of those who 
have meant so much to 
Wilmington Pop Warner over 
the past five decades, names 
ranging from Ken Redmond to 


Michael and Karen Clark, | 


Scott Winn and Rich Delucia. 

Perillo also highlighted the 
importance that Pop Warner 
places on the link between 
academic performance and 
athletic achievement. 

“This, more than anything 
else, is what separates Pop 
Warner from any other youth 
programs from around the 
world,” Perillo said. 

Perillo then spoke about the 
history of the program, 
harkening back the days when 
Wilmington could only field 
one team, a team that was 
known as “The Chargers.” 

Today, the Wilmington Pop 
Warner program boasts seven 
teams and four cheer squads. 
It is an incredible progres- 
sion, and one which seems 
likely to continue, given the 
ongoing success of both sides 
of the gridiron. 

“Without the dedication of 
the volunteers this program 
would not have grown to 
where it is today,” Perillo 
said. 

Former Wilmington Pop 
Warner President Rich 
DeLucia was the next to take 
the microphone. DeLucia, a 


born-and-raised Wilmington 
resident, has had Pop Warner 
football ingrained into his 
very identity as a person. He 
lovingly recalled his old 
coaches describing the 
“Friendship Bowls” which 
were held in the early years of 
the program. Even all these 
year later, Delucia was still 
clearly moved by the rever- 
ence that those first games 
held for his coaches. 

“Now I understand what my 
coaches were talking about, 
getting to come back and be 
here,” DeLucia said. 

He went on to describe the 
importance that he placed on 
melding both the old and the 
new in his time with Pop 
Warner. 

For Delucia, it was impor- 
tant that the old guard and the 
new blood work together. to 
build the best version of a 


football program. 
“Once that happened, 
Wilmington Pop Warner 


exploded,” he said. 

If Delucia was able to pro- 
vide a great look at the histo- 
ry of the program, then Frank 
Andello, the current coach of 


. the D2 team in Wilmington 


was able to offer some per- 
spective on the program 
today. ° 

Andello’s speech was pep- 
pered with pictures to illus- 
trate his points about the evo- 
lution of a team over the 
course of the season. ‘> 

The first image was of -a 
group of rowdy, disorganized 
young boys. 

“Me and the other coaches 
will look at that and we’ll say 
to ourselves, ‘How in the 
world are we going to run’an 
offense? Let alone two?’” 
Andello said, over the laughs 
of the crowd. 

But as the slide show went 
on, Andello landed on the 
image of his team, lined up in 
perfect, precise order on the 
line. 


“And here we are. We’re 
actually a team,” Andello 
said, before toasting to anoth- 
er fifty years of Pop Warner 
football. in Wilmington, to 
roaring applause. 

A representative for Jim 
Miceli was on hand to present 
Wilmington Pop Warner 
President Deb Smith with a 
citation from the 
Massachusetts House of 
Representatives. Lou 
Cimaglia, himself a former 
coach with the program, took 
the podium to present Smith 
with another citation, this one 
from the Wilmington 
Selectmen. 

At last, Deb Smith herself 
took to the center stage. She 
spoke briefly, taking the time 
to highlight that, for the first 
time in history, a Wilmington 
Football Team would be play- 
ing at the Nationals, thanks to 
the Mighty Might team quali- 
fying for the Bowl game’ in 
Orlando in December. 

“I fight for this program 
because I truly believe in it,” 
Smith said. She finished her 
speech by proclaiming, “Let’s 
hope for another strong fifty 
years!”

Chances are you've seen members of the Woburn Medical 
Reserve Corps (MRC) at high-profile events like the St. 
Barbara's Fall Festival, the Lions Club's Horn Pond Day, and 
at flu shot clinics, but you're probably not aware of what they 
do, 

Ina phrase: Everything that's asked‘of them. 

‘The MRC is a support group of about 90 volunteers who aid 
an assist public safety and other agencies in the city, region, 
State, and if necessary, beyond. Their members are devoted and 
dedicated men and women who are selfless and want to be 
involved. 

"We're don't take the place of professional public safety offi- 
cials," said Steven Morris, Chairman of the Woburn MRC. 
"We're there to augment what they do and provide support for 
what they do." 

In fact, the MRC has been committed to working collabora- 
tively with all local and state public safety organizations. 

The Medical Reserve Corps is a national network of local 
groups of volunteers formed by former President George W. 
Bush In the aftermath of the Sept. 11, 2001 terrorist attacks, 
under the auspices of the USA Freedom Corps, and its compo- 
nent, Citizen Corps, through the federal Dept. of Homeland 
Security. 

There are more than 900 MRC units in all 50 states, as well 
as in Washington DC, and in U.S. territories. Locally, the MRC

with a car on Route 128 in Woburn and spilled between 8,000- 
10,000 gallons of gasoline onto the highway. The highway was 
shut down and a number of businesses, including one of the 
hotels in the area, were evacuated. 

"The unusual thing about that incident was that we had a 
practice drill on sheltering earlier in the day and almost as 
soon as we put the cots away, we got the call (about the 
rollover )," said Morris. 

MRC members are trained to provide assistance at shelters. 
They are geared to handle any situation, for instance how to 
handle an evacuee who requires the assistance of a guide ani- 
mal at a shelter. 

In coordinating events, Woburn MRC members recognize 
and endorse emergency response protocols. They patrol events, 
remaining in radio contact, and are thus able to quickly identi- 
fy, respond and call for additional first responders. 

Some MRC members, like Morris and David Hunt,’ the 
MRC's Vice-Chairman & Training Director, are certified 
Emergency Medical Technicians, but many are ordinary folks 
who just want to land a hand. 

"One of the things that makes Woburn such a great city is 
the way people volunteer to help each other out," said Hunt, 
who has been an EMT for 28 years. "When there's a disaster or 
when someone's house burns down, the people in this commu- 
nity rally to assist each other. It's what gives Woburn such an 
extraordinary sense of community." 

The MRC also participates in medical training programs at 
area hospitals like Winchester, Melrose-Wakefield and 
Lawrence Memorial in Medford, and military exercises at the 
U.S. Army Laboratory in Natick. The members serve as "vic- 
tims" at a staged disaster drill, like a chemical attack or an

explosion, and report back their experiences. 

"Let me tell you, some of those drills can be very realistic," 
said Morris. "I was laying on a bed with a (simulated injury) 
and there were people who thought it was very real."

a slow-moving film and an unremarkable story.

** The Counselor is a slow- 
moving film of deception, 
dedapitations, and drugs set 
mostly in El Paso and across 


the border in Mexico. 
_ Cameron Diaz plays 
Malkina, an __ex-stripper 


turned femme fatale whose 
ruthless streak frightens even 
her drug-dealer boyfriend 
Reiner (Javier Bardem). Diaz 
is simply out of her league, 
reciting lines of self-analysis 
and. moral imperatives with- 
out conviction. 

The troubles of this disap- 
pointing film are many. 
Director Ridley Scott ensures 
The | Counselor is stunning to 


the eyes, but the film is an 
unremarkable journey; a two- 
hour movie with a half-hour 
story of bad decisions and 
their inevitable consequences. 
The Counselor (played by 
Michael Fassbender) makes 
for an interesting protagonist, 
at least, an El Paso attorney 
just on the right side of the 
law who's driven to desperate 
acts by financial woes after he 
springs for a hefty engage- 
ment ring for girlfriend Laura 
(Penélope Cruz).

othe Counselor doesn't lis- 
ten, and when the sewage 
truck hauling the cocaine is 
hijacked by a rival cartel, he, 
along with Reiner and 
Westray, are indebted to the 
cartel for $20 million. 

The Counselor proclaims 
his innocence to his friends 
and tells them that he's a vic- 
tim of circumstances. It does- 
n't matter to men they owe 
money to, Westray says. 

"They don't believe in coin- 
cidences. They've heard of 
them, they've just never seen 
them." 

From this point forward 
the plot methodically plays 
out as Old Testament justice, 
the trio's fates sealed. The 
Counselor runs out of options, 
as he tries to escape El] Paso 
with Laura. Westray makes 
good on his ability to disap- 
pear at a moment's notice. 
And Reiner prepares for life 
without Malkina. "When the 
ax comes through the door, 
I'll already be gone," she 
informs him before things get 
really bad. 

The film's emotional cli- 
max — and its singular point 
— comes in a philosophical 
lecture to the now despondent 
Counselor by drug kingpin 
Jefe (Ruben Blades). 

"You are the world that you 
have created," Jefe says. "And 
when you cease to exist, this 
world that you have created 
will also cease to exist." 

There's no snap or excite- 
ment in Scott's direction or in 
the script. It looks and sounds 
impressive, but ultimately 
comes off as a bit boring. 

The Counselor talks a good 
game, even though there isn’t 
much there.. 


“THE FIFTH ESTATE” 
GRADE: *** 


“The Fifth Estate” is a 
timely, ripped-from-the-head- 
lines film that keeps the atten- 
tion of its audience, no matter 
what pre-conceived notions 
you may have about the film's 
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‘central character, The story of 


Julian Assange and his docu- 
ments-exposing site, 
WikiLeaks, provokes all man- 
ner of debate about what 
should be kept secret vs. what 
is fair game. 

Director Bill Condon and 
screenwriter Josh Singer tack- 
le a huge topic, and they 
smartly try to sharpen the 
focus of the hot-button issues 
by focusing on Assange, an 
expert hacker and program- 
mer who created what has 
become the most powerful 
source for secret information 
on the web. Assange is por- 
trayed as a zealot for posting 
any and all documents, 
regardless of how many peo- 
ple might be named or 
harmed. 

The real Assange, in an 
open letter to Cumberbatch 
posted on WikiLeaks, said that 
the film is “going to be over- 
whelmingly negative for me 
and the people I care about. It 
is based on a deceitful book by 
someone who has a vendetta 
against me and my. organiza- 
tion.” He was referring to his 


former associate Daniel 

Domscheit-Berg, who wrote 

“Inside WikiLeaks.” 
Domscheit-Berg, just 


“Berg” in the film, is por- 
trayed by Daniel Bruhl . The 
Assange-Berg relationship is 
an interesting dynamic that 
recalls the friend-enemy 
squabbles of Mark Zuckerberg 
and his early Facebook 
cohorts in “The Social 
Network.” 

Condon has made an inter- 
esting film, but it also con- 
tains moments that are slow 
and cumbersome. The com- 
posite fictionalized characters 
of White House and State 
Department officials stung by 
the leaks bring little to the 
party.

Explaining the Aulenices diet 


Dietary fads come and go, 
but the gluten-free movement 
is one nutritional trend that 
seems to have staying power. 
The gluten-free diet was once 
largely exclusive to sufferers 
of Celiac disease, a condition 
that damages the lining of the 
small intestine, preventing it 
from absorbing parts of food 
the body needs to stay healthy. 
That damage is the byproduct 
of the body's reaction to 
gluten, a term used to 
describe proteins found in spe- 
cific grains. But while the 
gluten-free diet remains a 
necessity for those who can- 
not tolerate gluten, nowadays 
even nonsufferers are embrac- 
ing the gluten-free diet for a 
variety of reasons. 


One such reason is non- 
Celiac gluten sensitivity, or 
NCGS. Though NCGS is not as 
severe as Celiac disease, 
research has ‘suggested that a 
gluten-free diet can relieve 
NCGS symptoms, which 
include abdominal pain and 
headaches. 


Allergies are another rea- 
son some people may opt for a 
gluten-free diet. Unlike Celiac 
disease or NCGS, both of 
which are digestive system 
responses to gluten, wheat 
allergy is an immune-system 
response and, like other aller- 
gies, can be outgrown. But 
until a wheat allergy is out- 
grown, it's best to avoid foods, 
including those with gluten, 
that might trigger an allergic 
reaction. 


While a gluten-free diet is a 
necessity for people with 
Celiac disease, NCGS or 
wheat allergies, according to 
Michell Nacouzi, MD, a pri- 
mary care physician at Duke 
Primary Care Brier Creek, it 
may provide little health ben- 
efit to those without such con- 
ditions. But that doesn't mean 
the popularity of the gluten- 
free diet is about to wane. 
Those. without a preexisting 
medical condition who are 
considering a gluten-free diet 
anyway should know a few 
things about this diet before 
making such a drastic change. 


* Gluten-free is not easy. 
Unlike eliminating sugary soft 
drinks or cutting back on fried

foods, going cold turkey on 
gluten can be very difficult. 
Many people who adopt a 
gluten-free diet find it 
extremely challenging, as 
gluten proteins can be found 
in additives, making some- 
thing as seemingly simple as 
reading labels a lot trickier 
than it looks. Though labels 
may not list gluten among a 
product's ingredients, men 
and women must be aware of 
all additives that contain 
gluten proteins in order to 
avoid gluten entirely. And 
while supermarkets are stock- 
ing more gluten-free products, 
shopping for groceries while 
on a gluten-free diet can be 
tedious. 


* Certain foods and drinks 
must be avoided. Though peo- 
ple considering a gluten-free 
diet are aware that such a diet 
requires some sacrifices, they 
may not know which foods and 
beverages they will need to 
avoid until they have institut- 
ed the diet. For example, a 
gluten-free diet excludes any 
beverages that contain barley, 
meaning beer cannot be part 
of a gluten-free diet. Though 
many gluten-free beers are 
now on the market, beer affi- 
cionados may find such alter- 
natives cannot compare to the 
real thing. Rye and wheat 
products also must be avoid- 
ed, and these include products 
whose labels list bulgur, 
durum flour, farina, graham 


flour, kamut, semolina, and | 


spelt among their ingredients. 
Though there are now many 
gluten-free foods on the mar- 
ket, unless labels say gluten- 
free, the following are a hand- 
ful of products that should be 
avoided: 

* Breads 

* Cakes and pies 

* Cereals 

* Croutons 

* French fries 

* Pastas 

* Salad dressings 

* Soy sauce 


* Soups 


Many doctors also recom- 
mend men and women on a 
gluten-free diet avoid oats, as 
they can easily be contaminat- 
ed with wheat during the 


growing and processing stages 
of production. 


* Be mindful of the dangers 
of cross-contamination. Cross- 
contamination can occur dur- 
ing the manufacturing process 
when gluten-free foods come 
into contain with foods that 
contain gluten. Manufacturers 
typically include the phrase 
"may contain" on labels as a 
warning to consumers looking 
to avoid gluten and other 
ingredients. When _ labels 
include this phrase, there's a 
strong chance that cross-con- 
tamination has occurred, and 
such products should be avoid- 
ed by men and women on 
gluten-free diets. 

Cross-contamination also 
can occur when gluten-free 
foods are prepared on the 
same surfaces as foods con- 


taining gluten. For example, 


toasting gluten-free bread in 
the same toaster as regular 
bread can easily lead to con- 
tamination. Preventing cross- 
contamination can be a diffi- 
cult task, and that difficulty 
merits consideration by peo- 
ple who want to adopt a 
gluten-free diet.
